I have often wondered 
what’s beyond the stone gate 
posts and up the private drive¬ 
way at No. 1 E. Carter 
Avenue. 

I knew it was as private as 
it was 99 years ago when it 
was first developed as a 
home. 

Once inside the gate, I 
found myself in a most in¬ 
viting world, an impression 
you cannot fully appreciate 
from the outside. 

Trees and plants by the 
hundreds. Wildlife and steep 
canyons. A picturesque white 
barn, cottage and spacious 
redwood home. A swimming 
pool and fish and lily ponds. 
And that view, overlooking 
the San Gabriel Valley and 
stretching, on clear days, to 
the ocean and Catalina. 

The charm of the 101- 
acre estate extends to the 
humor of the owners, as it did 
to their predecessors from 
1882 to 1937. 


The original dwellers, Na¬ 
thaniel and Annetta Carter, 
called it “Carterhia,”a one- 
upmanship jest toward their 
friend to the west. Abbot 
Kinney, who had named his 
estate Kinneyloa (LOA-a ... 
HIGH-a). 

The present owners, Cor¬ 
nelius (Neal) and Mildred 
(Mindy) Willis, have nick¬ 
named it “Vertical Acres.” 
The north 40 are just that— 
almost vertical. 

“We named it,” says Neal, 
“after a strenuous day’s climb 
trying to reach the top point 
of the property.” 

The other day, Mindy and 
Neal Willis escorted me 
around the property, includ¬ 
ing some of the high grounds. 

“Ws love it here,” says 
Mindy. “It’s peaceful.” 

The Carters felt the same 
way, judging by family let¬ 
ters and historical books. 

Carter bought the land in 
1881 from the original home¬ 
steader, George Macomber, 
whose small home, the exist¬ 
ing cottage, was built in the 
1860s. 

Carter hauled building ma¬ 
terials from Los Angeles by 
icart, pulled by six horses. 
Workmen cut an L-shaped 
slab out of a hill and con¬ 
structed a two-story, 12- 
room Victorian mansion. 

Carter obtained tile and 
lighting fixtures by traveling 
to the nearest outlet—San 
Francisco.
